This re- 
fers to the Presbyterian Mission 
(South), It had been known -for 
some weeks that the older pro- 
perties of. this mission, grouped 
ingide the West Gate of Hsuchowfu 
had been looted and occupied by 
soldiers, and it had been hoped 
that those houses outside had been 
far enough away to escape, But 
this hope was vain. 1 


The residences thus looted were 
those of the Revs. Frank Brown, 
Locke ‘White and E. H. Hamilton. 
The telegram did not state who 
were the guilty. parties, nor was it 
stated how. much the buildings 
themselves sufferéd. ° uo 


A letter received from a Chinese 
friend states that the Presbyterian 
Church (North) at Yihsien in 
southern Shantung was burned 
and also the residence of the Rev. 
C. H. Yerkes. As Mr. Yerkes’ re- 
sidence was one of a group in a 
large compound, with schools:and 
hospital adjacent, and as the 
church was several hundred yards 
distant frdm this compound, wé 
wait the news of the remainder 
with little hope that any escaped 
the loot.

Finding his position endanger- 
ed by this development General 
Li Chai-sum, of Canton, is said 
to have asked General Wong Shiu- 
hung, of Kyangsi, to work with 
him in meeting this common 
menace. Both of them. are 
Kwangsi men and General Wong 
has agreed to send his forees to 
the Kiangsi-Kwangtung border.

THE BALKANS DEBT TO 
‘BRITAIN. 


FUNDING ARRANGEMENTS * 
COMPLETED. 


London, Aug. 9. 
An agree ‘for the settlement 
of the Serb t-Slovene war debt 
to Great Britain was signed "this 
morning, by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and the Serb-Croat- 
Slovene war debt, which amounts 
to approximately £25,500,000, will 
be funded and repaid by 62 an- 
nuities of the following amounta: 
' In 1927, -£150,000; in 1928 
£250,000; in 1930 to 1935, inclusive 
£300,000 a year; in 1940 and 1941, 
£100,000 a year; and in, 1942 to 

1988, inclusive, £600,000 a year. 
An ‘agreement has also been re-, 
ached for a settlemént of the Serb-| 
¢ Slovene relief debt. to Great 


has been agreed at £2,068,843, and 
it will be repaid in full, with in- 
terest at 6 per cent., over a period 
of I5years. The total payment 
amounts to between £100,000 and 
£150,000 per ‘annum, during ‘the 
years 1927 to 1931, and thereafter 
will be apprqximately £240,000 per 
annum for the years 1982 to 1941.

“ The following communication on 
trade restriction occyra in a 
Hamburg paper: - 


‘One of the strangest features 
of the economic situation of the 
world aa it hag bee since the 
close of tho war is that numerous 
countties dlaplay a growing ten- 
dericy to abandon the principle 
of the ‘open door to each other's 
trade, whilst ut the same time 
their economic intercourse shews 
every aign of increasing in inten- 
sity. This is probably largely due 
to the fact that the war. has pro- 
vided many’ countries with an 
object lesson on the advantages 
to be derived from yself-contained 
economic’ system, and that it has 


‘(proved the importagce. to each 


country of securing, in view of the 
possibillty of future wara, as large 
a sharg of economic independence 
as is possible, On the other hand, 
we witness to-day the rise of huge 
trusts, combines,” enrtels, and 
‘other. organizations, whose activi-. 
ties. are not limited -by any 
national frontiers, but extend far 
beyond them. It is -true such 
international cooperation, as far 
as certain branches of production 
are concerned, has made a breach 
in the system of national self- 
sufficiency in regard to trade 
policy,’ but it is equally true that 
up to now it has been unable to 
undermine in any way the found- 
ations of the tariff walls with 
which the nations have surround- 
ed themselves in .these post-war: 
Their present development 
indeed, has been largely assisted 
by these very bulwarks of protec- 
tion. a a 

“phe ultimate ~ goal of every 
economic endeavour must be to 
supply, in the cheapest and most 
sitigfactory manner, the popula- 
tion of a given area—say, a nation- 
al state—with oll the. necessities 
of life, taking this expression in 
broadest sense. ' Looked at 
point of ‘view, _the 
artificial. obstructions 
to trade . intercourse, such as 
customs ‘ duties, export prohibi- 
tions, restrictions imposed upon 
immigrants and settlers, ete. are 
no more and no less than the 
direct contradiction of the very 
principles of, national economy. 


Exploitation: 


There. is also a tendency in 
many countries to exploit ‘for 
any - moneys 
of the’ revenue 
authorities, may be regarded as 
suitable sources of - additional 
taxes.. Where this tendency ‘pre- 
yails, it has, in_several instances, | 
had the effect of iniposing hin- 
drances to trade and international 
intercourse. The fiscal legislation 
of several countries has devised 
methods by -which the moneys 
derived from income. or from 
property distributed over more 
countries than one are made sub- 
ject to the income. or property 
taxes -levied by the countries con~ 
cerned. Where no general , pro- 
perty taxes are in foree, such 
property is being taxed by way of 
partial property taxes, ¢.8. those 
on real and on landed estate.
